•they thought that we were afraid to, a.nd 
•they ha.ve been constantly at -work upon 
their -intrenchments and, in their opiTJon, 
had brought Uiem up to a state well nigh 
to perfection. 


First one reginient and then another 


would watch -them. Tlie Second bal'talion 
of -the Fourth—my battalion—:-am« over 
here on 'the south line on April 15th. We 
established our hospital in an oM native 
church near Paysay". It was rather a pic- 
turesque plan but very unhealthy. The 
location was very low, just 'high enough 
to keep the sea out—it was 
within ^ a 


mile of the bay—and tlie vegetation wns 
very dense, 
f-t rained heavily nearly 


every day, followed by -a. blistering hot 
sun. This caused -the humid vapors to 
arise, cihokir.g tnc air with afoul small of 
decoying vegetable matter. There were 
many unused wells in the vicinity full 
of rotter,, stogruin't water. It was thick- 
ly .settled by natives who were unusually 
dirty in their liabits of life. They had no 
sinks or water closets. The yard round 
about was one foul cess-pool. We were 
there from April 15 to Juno IS. I -was 
sick during Biy entire stay and was 


I greaitly reduced ill flesh. 


Well, while we were, watching the nig- 


gers in front, having an occasional scrap 
witih them, more of our troojis were mak- 
ing their way into the rear of-the enemy: 
This journe}- was slow and costly, and 
the dbjcct was not accomplished" until 
about June IP. i. e., we then h,".d tihem 
cooped up with -the oxcepu'o-n of alroait 
one mile. One night the niggers were 
gone, no one kno\v where, disappeared 
like vapor beneath iho sun. We followed 
tiher.1, el.i-iir.ing tnat they were still in a 
trap, but subsequent events show differ- 
ently. We kept after them ,'the w"hole 
Fourth regiment together) until we came 
to Imus. 


On the morning of June 10 the First 


bafvtaJiou- of tho Fourth went out to pa- 
trol. Tiic time of liheir ilqjartrjro was 
signalled to the enemy by i:hc priests here 
who rang the cOureh ;bell. When theliat- 
talinn (a-boi:t 400 men) was about throe 
or four miles from the rest of us they 
•sndccnly were attackc-'t on all sides by 
the enemy in amou'sh. .They stood iheir 
ground until their ammunition ran low, 
when t'ncy "DCgaji -to retreat, the n'iggers 
following.
